He Was Instantly Killed, and When His Wife
and Four Children Arrive from Prussia
To-marrow They Will Be Penni-
less—A Crowd Saw His Leap.

Unable to face a donfding wife who will
arrive in this country to-morrow, Reubén
Kranss, n Russian paloter, tweniy-six
yoars old, committed suiclde yesterday by
diving from the roof of the folr-stosy
buildlng No. 32 Spammel strest,

Krauss c¢ame to this country about fwo
years ngo, leaving beblnd him a wife and
four children. ' His conduet on this side of
the water wns not always what it should
have been; and he feared that when his

Oun the top floor he thet August
Bwmlth, who told hlm that the chimney
stlll smoked. Krauss stated that he would
